Agreement on Lines East is 


Complete and Averts, 


Big Strike. 


Flttsburg, July 1$.-—The conference 


between the Pennsylvania railroad and 
the general committee of its train- 
men's union and kindred organizations 
which meets this afternoon is expected 
to result in complete harmony and a 
settlement of the questions in dispute. 
The possibility of a strike on the lines 
•west is now regarded as remote. 


DETAILS OF SETTLEMENT. 


Philadelphia, July 19.—Unless some- 


thing unforeseen arises danger of a 
strike of employes of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad company has passed and a 
settlement of the wage dispute be- 
tween the company and its trainmen 
and conductors east of Pittsburg, Buf- 
falo and Erie probably will be effected 
at the conference to be held In this 
city between a sub-committee of. the 
men and the division superintendents 
of the road. The flrst of these con- 
ferences was held today and it Is be- 
lieved it will take several days to 
work out details. 


. Terms of Settlement.

worked out follow the award of the 
New York Central as follows: 


As a day of ten hours—Ten hours or 


less 'to constitute a day. 


Hours and mileage to' conform—100 


miles or less to constitute a day's 
work. 


All employes to be paid for a full 


day when they have been called and 
ttsed, whether they work one hour or 
ten. the full day overtime on the basis 
of the New York Central rates.

Men who eet $4.04/for a day of ten 


or eleven hours to receive that amount 
whether they cover their runs *1n less 
time or consume the full time. 
: A guarantee of twenty-six days a 
*tonth is given.

derfer, well before he was arrested and 
every time he gets a chance to talk to 
the officer he asks what will be done 
with him and how long it will be be- 
fore he can go into court and get 
through with the ordeal. 


He Is persistent in hls^ declaration 


that he will go into the circuit court 
without the services of a lawyer and 
that he will admit In court that his 
written and signed confession in the 
hands of Prosecutor Albert E- Thomas 
13 true In every detail. 


Must Have Jury Trial. 


Richer is evidently very Ignorant of 


the procedure necessary to place him 
before a bar of Justice and is under 
the impression that he can go before a 
magistrate, say he Is guilty and have 
his case disposed of In a Jiffy. 


Under the law he must enter his 


plea before a jury as no court has 
jurisdiction unless he Is charged with 
a lesser degree of crime than flrst de- 
gree murder and it Is not likely that 
h« will • be. 
It Is also necessary for 


the grand jury to Investigate the case 
and return an indictment as he cannot 
be tried upon an affidavit nnd the one 
that has been filed against him is slm-' 
ply to hold him without bond until the 
grand Jury Investigation.

given in the strike of

Trun'k trainmen ana conductors here 
after noon by the receipt of a dispatch 
from the minister of labor at Ottawa, 
ottering- on behalf of the government 
to appoint a board of arbitration on 
the trouble between the railroad and 
the employes, the finding to be bind- 
ing on both and the government to 
bear all expenses in connection there- 
with. 


The offer was submitted in the form 


of a letter 'o President Hayes, of the 
Grand Trunk, and to the head of the 
unions involved and is now under con- 
sideration by them. 


Railway Will Agree. 


Strong pressure is being brought to 


bear upon both sides to accept. 
It is 


thought President Hayes had already 
made an offer to arbitrate the diffi- 
culties and the company at least will 
arced'1 to the proposal. 
Advices from

MEETS DEATH ON 


Calvin VanAuken is Killed 


by Lake Shore Train 


at Auburn. 


WAS DRIVING WITH 


HIS GRANDCHILDREN 


Little Martha VanAuken 


Badly Injured as Loco- 
motive Strikes Buggy. 
'.

Auburn. Ind.. July 19.—Calvin Van 


Au'ken, 76 years old, former county 
surveyor and for many years a well- 
known resident of this city, was al- 
most instantly killed, and his little 
grand-daughter. Martha VanAuken, 12 
years old. was seriously If not fatally 
Injured at 10 o'clock 
this 
morning 


when a Lake Shore train struck the 
buggy in which Mr. VanAuken and 
three of his grand-children were driv- 
ing on the Indiana avenue crossing In 
' 


this clt;-. 


Failing to note the approach of the 


train, Mr. VanAuken had driven upon 
the crossing directly In front of the 
oncoming locomotive, which struck the 
buggy at the rear .wheel in diagonal 
fashion, plowing through the vehicle 
and reducing it to a mass of wreck- 
age. 


Victim Hurled High in Air. 


The locomotive threw 
Mr. Van- . 


Auken a distance of some forty feet 
and fully fifteen feet In the air. Ha 
alighted upon the asphalt pavement 
In the street, his head striking upon 
the cuJfclng. 
Spectators saw the in- 


jured man half rise upon his elbow 
after he had struck 
the pavement 


Then he sank back and by the time 
the horrified onlookers could reach his 
side, death had intervened. 
It Is be- 


lieved the skull was fractured as the 
man alighted heavily upon the curb- 
ing... 


Indiana avenue, where the fatal ac-

Outcome la Problematical. 


Of the three children, Martha Van- 


Auken was the most seriously injured 
and the question of her recovery is 
problematical. At noon today the child 
was still unconscious, and the full ex- 
tent of her injuries could not be deter- 
mined, but It Is admitted that the 
child's condition Is extremely critical. 


All three of the children were thrown 


a distance approximating a hundred 
feet when the crash came. 
Dorothy 


Trump sustained a broken arm and her 
brother was also injured, but the con- 
dition of neither Is thought to be seri- 
ous. 


The horse, which had gotten across 


the track when the locomotive struck 
the outfit, was uninjured despite the 
fnct that the vehicle was reduced to a, 
mass of wreckage, and in the crash Of 
the accident the horse ran away. 


Dead Man Widely Known. ' 


Few men In DeKalb 
county 
wer« 


more widely known than Mr. Van- 
Auken, who had resided here for many 
years. 
He was an expert civil en- 


gineer, and in addition to occupyln> 
the office of county surveyor for sev- 
eral terms, he had been city engineer 
for a number of DeKalb county towni. 
and cities. 
Mr. VanAuken was olty 


engineer of Garrett at the time of hli. 
death. He wsa a man of striking In- 
dividual characteristics and had been 
a conspicuous figure in the life of De- 
Kalb county for 
many 
years. MR 


VanAuken was well known 
In Fort 


Wayne, where he often visited. Hla 
wife died some years ago, but a num- 
ber of children survive..

way. 


"A hint of the story may show this. 


The plot Is 
fundamentally that of 


Romeo and Juliet.' but with the 
ceptlon that whereas Shakespeare cre- 
ated a poignant tragedy from the mo- 
tive. Rostand has produced a travesty 
almost regrettable In Its bland pro- 
priety. "In short—as we 
recall this 


English 
version—the 
piece 
seemed 


rather like a .commencement effort at 
a girl's finishing school. We are In- 
clined to think that this Impression is 
due to the above-mentioned 
'sylvan 


settings.' 


"For the comedy of Rostand sparkles 


with absurdities. 
It is filled with the 


spirit of sly burlesque. It is extrava- 
gant,'like Cyrano's nose; It Is bub- 
bling with emotional aberrations, like 
'The Three Musketeers.' 
In fact, we 


followed the unfolding of the first act. 
obstinately turning a deaf ear to the 
thunder, with much the same interest 
as that which;drove us through the 
Dumas story.
